^Community Affair’ 


Honolulu Mayor 
To Visit Oct. 4 ■ 5

(As a result of an article 
appearing in the June 17 is¬ 
sue of the Sierra Madre News, 
this office has received many 
calls and inquiries concerning 
the present find future status 
of the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital. We feel 
that we have a responsibility 
to go into the history of the 
hospital, i.e. how it was 
founded and what has been 
the basis of its control and 
support through the years, 
and contrast this with cur¬ 
rent undertakings which may 
be somewhat of a departure 
from the past. 

This first segment of a series 
of three, will deal with the 
hospital’s origin and de¬ 
velopment. Ed.) 

Documents from the files 
of Ruth Alexander, secretary 
of the Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, indicate 
that the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital was origin¬ 
ated as the concept and prop¬ 
erty of Dr. George Groth 
Jr., following the precedent 
set by his father who estab¬ 
lished the first area medical 
center on Baldwin Avenue in 
1920. 

According to Janet Wood, 
who worked for the doctor 
and has served on the Sierra 
Madre Community Hospital 
Board since its inception, the 
present location was selected 
by Dr. Groth in 1957. It was 
formerly part of the Tarr 
Ranch. He first set up of¬ 
fices in the “Hermosa House,” 
which has been moved about, 
but still stands at the rear 
of the property and is pre¬ 
sently used for such purposes 
as a meeting place of the 
Sierra Madre Hospital Aux¬ 
iliary. 

Groth acquired additional 
property to the west, some 
now used as a parking lot. 
But most of that area, how¬ 
ever, is given over to the 
Sierra Madre Medical Center. 
This building is owned by the 
Sierra Madre Hospital and 
is leased to six doctors of 
various specialties who main¬ 
tain ofices there. 

The basic hospital build¬ 
ings were erected by Groth 
who continued to supervise 
and operate the small pri¬ 
vate hospital until his ulti¬ 
mate decision to retire from 
this area. 


Groth became committed 
to the dream of establish¬ 
ing a truly “community” 
medical center to be owned, 
supported and supervised by 
the citizens of Sierra Madre. 

As related in a story ap¬ 
pearing in the March 30, 1977 
edition of The View (a local 
newspaper, now defunct), 
Groth was instrumental in 
organizing the Sierra Madre 
Community Hospital Foun¬ 
dation. 

An early clipping from the 
vast collection of materials 
which Gertrude Gerke has 
accumulated in preparation 
for her forthcoming history 
of the area, provided the 
following: “The Foundation 
was incorporated for the pur¬ 
pose of operating the hos¬ 
pital, and is presently com¬ 
posed of 101 members living 
in the immediate area. Each 
year the Foundation elects 
from its members a Board of 
Trustees of eleven members 
which during the year serve 
as the governing body.” 

Groth, in accordance with 
his stated purpose and dream, 
“sold” the hospital property 
to the newly-formed founda¬ 
tion. The price and the in¬ 
terest were modest and there 
was no down payment re- 

ay tft^cMsctuate ths,, 

transfer. 

The foundation’s original 
cost for all of the property, 
as indicated in a 1972 com¬ 
ment in this newspaper, was 
$542,500. One of the present 
board members stated that in 
his opinion the property is 
now worth is excess of $2 
million. 

In 1978 the mortgage was 
paid off and Groth was pre¬ 
sent at a community cele¬ 
bration noting this achieve¬ 
ment. Acquisition of the hos¬ 
pital property, free and clear, 
was made possible by the 
dedication and contributions 
of a large number of local 
citizens who, for many years, 
served on the foundation and 
the board and were active in 
the Sierra Madre Hospital 


Auxiliary. 

At times in the past, 
course, the hospital was 
fully functional entity ai 
able to substantially car 
itself, but never without 
lot of community suppe 
and volunteer help. 

Janet Wood recalls th 
the organizational structu 
has consisted of the Sier 
Madre Community Hospit 
Foundation at the top, mat 
up entirely of local peopl 
who met once a year in 
public meeting. This ove 
seeing board’s principal pu 
pose was to hold title to tl 
property and annually sele 
the Board of Trustees, aga 
made up entirely of Sieri 
Madre citizens, except ft 
some medical staff members. 

The board met regularly 
on a monthly basis and 
actually ran the affairs of the 
hospital through its paid 
staff. In this manner the hos¬ 
pital has served the com¬ 
munity for man years. 

The hospital is located in 
the central shopping area of 
Sierra Madre, across from 
the City Hall. It owns and 
partially occupies the better 
part of a city block, which 
also includes a parking lot 
and the Sierra Madre Medi¬ 
cal Center. The latter con-

of these doctors are on the 
sierra Madre Hospital staff, 
but for the most part they 
care for their patients at Ar¬ 
cadia Methodist Hospital, or 
elsewhere. 

Celeste Morrison is presi¬ 
dent of the Sierra Madre 
Hospital Auxiliary and will 
shortly complete her two- 
year stint in that office. She 
states that the auxiliary was 
organized in 1960 to provide 
support for the then new 
community medical facility. 
It now consists of some 75 
to 90 active members who 
are nearly all residents of the 
city of Sierra Madre.

More than 350 years 
ago he wrote .... ‘‘All mankind is of one 
author, and in one volume. When one man 
dies, one chapter is not lorn out of the 
book but is translated into a better language 
and every chapter must be so translated 
.... and God’s hand is in every translation. 
No man is an island entire to itself, and so 
man’s death diminishes me, because I am 
involved in all mankind.” 

My friend, we grieve because of your 
physical absence, but our grief is tempered 
by our memories. You brought much to 
our city and to those who live here. May 
God’s blessing be upon you forevermore.

Proves Relaxing Repast 


(This is the fourth in a 
series of area travel exper¬ 
iences. Ed.) 

There is no beating a half¬ 
day or one-day train jaunt 
to San Diego and on to the 
Mexican border whether it’s 
winter or summer. The train 
does all the driving while the 
passenger simply stares out 
the window, reads a new 
novel or dozes. 

Leaving from Union Sta¬ 
tion in downtown L.A. is al¬ 
ways a treat with its amazing 
facade reminiscent from the 
’40s and ’50s. Not only is 
the interior of the structure 
interesting but I also find it 
fascinating to watch the 
people idly waiting or pacing 
in anticipation for a train 
to arrive. 

Our Amtrak trip to San 
diego took two hours and 45 
minutes, a little longer than 
an auto drive would have 
taken. Although we saw the 
backdoors of many towns, 
we also enjoyed wide open 
countryside without having 
to bother about traffic. It 
was delightful just sitting and 


dozing, having a sandwich 
when we felt like it ... . 
peace and quiet as the lulling 
train noises sped us south¬ 
ward. 

We left the Santa Fe-Am- 
track Depot and walked 
across the street tocentre city 
to catch the San Diego trolley 
southward to San Ysidro at 
the International Border. It 
took us a few minutes to get 
our tickets from the new 
money change machines lo¬ 
cated on the sidewalks in the 
center of town, and soon the 
bright red new trolley ap¬ 
peared. 

It’s a quiet ride. Each of 
these 14 model U2 light rail 
vehicles was built in Ger¬ 
many, and all have been in 
business in San Diego since 
mid-1981. They form the 
newest trolley line in the U.S. 

There are no conductors, 
so the doors open automa¬ 
tically and riders slip into 
clean seats and watch the 
countryside zip by through 
new windows. It’s a treat 
and we enjoyed it very much. 

Anyone who has been to 


the border looking over into 
Tijuana knows this is not the 
true Mexico, but we act as 
tourists and take the \v.'»lk 
over anyway. From the trol¬ 
ley it was about a five-minute 
walk across the border. There 
were also buses and cabs 
taking people across. It al¬ 
ways looks the same. 

As you walk along the dirt 
road you are beieged by the 
same peddlars with their 
Mexican pots. Soon you see 
the stalls of — how many? 
— people selling their wares. 

It’s fun browsing but there 
really isn’t that much to buy. 

When we had walked the 
entire compound of shops, 
we turned around and re¬ 
turned to the border and to 
the next trolley. And again, 
soon we were in the Amtrak 
train on our way northward 
to Los Angeles. 

Uneventful? Yes. That’s 
the whole purpose of the 
trip. It’s a great way to spend 
a Saturday afternoon and 
especially good if you need 
a sidetrip for your out-of- 
state visitors.

The alee became famous 
and when the trees grew too 
close together, Thomasella 
had them thinned out by sell¬ 
ing every other one for $1000 
each to Mrs. Jack Warner of 
the movie family.

Problems Loom on North Baldwin 


Planning Commission 
members this evening (Thurs¬ 
day) have some hard deci¬ 
sions to reach concerning a 
13-stall garage at 450 N. 
Baldwin, owned by William 
Sullivan and Hugh Warden, 
that has been called a “fire 
and safety hazard,” accord¬ 
ing to Jim McRea, city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

“Already the commission 
says the area needs to be 
torn down. The Planning 
Commission will probably 
recommend that the city at¬ 
torney have a chance to look 
at it . . . City Attorney 
Charles Martin said the city 
had to consider abatement of 
the structure. He stated, “If 
it’s a nuisance, abate it.” 

Commission Chairman 
Ross Tyree said, “They were 
turned down a year ago when 
they came to the commis¬ 
sion for an open parking lot. 


With the view from the street 
and the view from the neigh¬ 
bors’, it needs to be rede¬ 
signed ... I think the 
commission would agree to a 
carport with a wall on the 
west side, one in back and 
one on the east side. I’d sug¬ 
gest 13 stalls and go for a 
variance;” 

According to McRea, 
apartments in Sierra Madre 
must have one covered and 
one uncovered space for each 
apartment, and there must 
be a guest space for every 
five units. 

Roberta Robert Jones, an¬ 
other commissioner, says, 
“The buildings need to be 
torn down but they (apart¬ 
ment dwellers) need carports 
there. Anything worth doing 
is worth doing well. That’s 
why it was shelved before.” 

Howard W. Miller, a 
neighbor whose land adjoins 
the property in question, has 


his own opinions and pre¬ 
sented City Administrator 
McRea with a four-page let¬ 
ter concerning his feelings 
about the property. 

“Since the outcome of this 
issue is of such vital im¬ 
portance to my family from 
a health, safety, financial 
and esthetic standpoint, I 
have done considerable re¬ 
search on this subject .... 
And since I have more at 
stake than any other private
